Mr. F. W. Dabney is building an 
exters'on to his warehouse on the 
corner of Tenth and Campbell streets, 
which will connect his present house 
with the L. & N. Railroad. The old 
frame building once used by Nelson 
& Dabney is being torn down and a 
brick building will take ita place. 
It was one of the oldest houses in 
the city, originally built for a resi- 
dence and was occupied as a dwell- 
ing house when the railroad was 
built in 1868. In tearing it down 
two twists of tobacco were found be- 
hind one of the door facings that 
were nailed on in 1874, the supposi- 
tion being that' they were placed 
there when repairs were made 39 
years ago. The tobacco was in per- 
fect condition and was distributed to 
users of the weed. 

The house was built by John B. 
Go wan, who was sheriff of Christian 
county for many years. His three 
children, two girls and one boy were 
raised there When the civil war 
broke out the daughters were grown 
and promir ent in society. Mr. Gow- 
an was a "Unionist" and the officers 
of the Federal army paid the Misses 
Gowan considerable attention. One 
of them married Lieut. Milton Cole- 
man. The other married Capt. Wai- 
ter Evans, now Judge of the U. S. 
Circuit Court, whose home is now in 
Louisville. Acroft the street, where 
a tobacco warehouse now stands, was 
a vacant square where circus tents 
were pitched and sometimes crops 
of corn and "garden truck" were 
rnised. One night while a circus was 
going on the ringmaster announced 
that Mr. Gowan, the sheriff, had lost 
a package of money amounting to 
$1,000 and offered a big reward if 
the finder would return it to him. 
It wasn't returned. 

But the old landmark is gone and 
there are few people left to tell its 
history, probably not half a dozen 
are living today who remember when 
"the Gowan house" was one of the 
happiest and most hospitable homes 
in the old town, now far past the 
century mark. 

For years as noted above Messrs 
Nelson & Dabney, tobacco dealers, 
used the building for an office. 



TWO DECISIONS RENDERED 

OF FAR-REACHING IMPORTANCE 



Bitulithic Case Goes Against The City And County Gains The 
Telephone Franchise Contention. 



Frankfort, Ky., Dec. W. — The 
Court of Appeals to-day rendered 
two Christian county decisions of 
great importance.

In the commission plan, generally 
regarded as the pure form, there are 
ten essentials, every one of which 
are considered vital by the moat au- 
thoritative students of the plan. 
These essentials are made as follows: 

1 Instead of having a Board of 
Councilmen and Alderman to pass 
ordinances subject to the approval 
of a Mayor or themselves only, there 
is a commission of five ' persons to 
paaa ordinances, subject to the ap- 
proval of the voters of the city, with 
no veto power in the Mayor. 

2 Non-partisan primary at the 
expense of the city to select nomi- 
nees, thus encouraging good men to 
become candidates and taking away 
from the political bosses the privi- 
lege of saying who shall be the nom- 
inees. 

3 Non-partisan ballot, on which 
all nominees are placed, without any 
party emblem, thus practically pro 
viding for special investigation as to 
the best men to vote for. 

4 The Recall of the Mayor or any 
Commissioner in case of misconduct, 
inability or neglect in the perform- 
ance of his duties, for which any of 
them may be removed from office by 
the majority vote of the citizens. If 
the Mayor or any commissioner be 
removed from office, the reason for 
6uch removal shall be stated in writ- 
ing and shall be filed as a public 
record. Any voter can circulate a 
petition at any time calling for a 
special election for the recall of any 
commissioner. A certain percentage 
of votes cast at the last general elec- 
tion must be respected by the signers 
of this petition before the special 
election for the recall of any com- 
missioner can be called. 

5 Provision for Referendum, un- 
der which 25 per cent of the voters 
may protest against the adoption of 
any ordinance, and if the same is not 
then repealed by the Commission it 
may be voted on by the people at 
large as to whether or not it shall go 
into effect. 

6 Provisions for Initiative under 
which any ordinance that the com- 
mission may legally pass may be 
adopted by vote of the people at 
large, if the Commission refuses to 
pass it after receiving a petition from 
25 per cent of the voters requesting 
them to do so. 

Y Each Commissioner is to be a 
superintendent of a department of 
the city, but he has no knowledge 
before the election to which depart- 
ment he may be assigned; therefore 
he cannot promiae with any certainty 
any positions on the police or fire de- 
partments or otherwise, thus pre- 
venting employes of the various de- 
partments favoring any particular 
candidate. 

8 Civil service governing police- 
men and firemen and other city em- 
ployes. 

9 The duties and salaries of em- 
ployes shall be fixed by ordinance, 
thus permitting ihe people to vote 
on them if they consider them im- 
proper. 

10 F.very ordinance involving the 
expenditure of more than $1 ,0u0 or 
granting any franchise or right to 

e or occupy the streets, shall, after 



its introduction and before its ad- 
option, remain on file at least one 
week in the complete form in which 
it shall be put on its passage, thus 
preventing dangerous and pernicious 
amendments just before it is voted 
on, and no such ordinance to go into 
effect until ten days after its pass- 
age, except in case of emergency the 
public health or safety shall require 
that it take immediate effect, which 
fact shall be declared by the unani- 
mous vote of the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

A modification of the above plan 
has made its appearance in some 
sections of the country, which is con- 
sidered the height of radicalism by 
some authorities and the acme of 
perfection in business management 
of municipal affairs by others. It 
is, in shorf , the advent of the pro- 
fessional mayor, a municipal expert 
trained in the office of general man- 
ager of the municipal corporation. 
This modification is an approach to- 
wards the European custom of cities 
which have their experts in city af- 
fairs. This man is not elected by 
the people directly, but appointed to 
service by the town council. His 
tenure of office is permanent, depen- 
dent solely upon efficiency. 

The friends of this modification 
claim that the matter of governing 
a city is simply a business proposition 
and that its solution lies in the ap- 
plication of business principles. They 
point to the great railroads and bus- 
iness organizations and call attention 
to men in authority, the president 
or general manager, who are em- 
ployed by the board of directors to 
carry out the business policy which 
that board hasoutlined. They claim 
that this board of directors is elected 
by the stockholders of the corpora- 
lion and that the board is always in 
a position to command and check the 
movements of their president or gen- 
eral manager. 

The principle as applied to the 
municipal corporation is as follows: 
The voters are considered as stock- 
holders. They meet at the regular 
election times and e ect a board of 
commissioners. These commission- 
ers meet and receive applications for 
the position of general manager of 
the city. The selection of this indi- 
vidual is based upon his ability to 
handle the work. He is elected by 
a majority vote of the commissioners 
and is p aced in cha r ged of the busi- 
ness of governing the city. He is 
made responsible for his acts of com- 
mission as well as those of omission. 

The commission appoints his as- 
sistants, such as the city auditor, 
clerk, assessor, treasurer, engineer, 
and so forth. This general manager 
makes his reports to the board of 
commissioners, who in turn make 
them public. 

If the general manager fails in 
ability in the discharge of his duties 
he is asked to resign and a new man 
placed in charge in his stead. 

Sumter. S. C. has this plan in 
force with some few differences. 
Some of the cities of Virginia have

Corn can be planted somewhat thick- 
er than generally used in growing 
grain bat not tbick enough to prevent 
the good ear development 

One dairyman who has bad good 
success In growing oorn for the silo 
and puts up about 1,000 tons a year 
says that he plants one-third more 
seed fcr the silage oorn than for the 
corn grown for grain. 

The amount, however, depends mnch 
upon the variety and the conditions of 
the soil. 

The Use of the silo of course de- 
pends upon the number of cattle to 
be fed. It should never be less than 
20 feet high because pressure Is 
sary to preserve the silage. 

The higher the better. A good rule 
Is to have it twice as high as the 
diameter. The following table will 
show the site for a given number of 
cows for a 200-day feeding period

Thla Ureaome work baa bean greatly 
lesMned by the Introduction of cur- 
raaU already cleansed and put up In 
convenient packages, but many bouae- 
keopera. wither from cbotca or neces- 
sity, ua« the currant* which coma la 
bulk, and have not yot learned the 
eaaleat way of thoroughly cleansing. 
Instead of putting them directly Into 
water, a tort of dry cleansing Is a 
great help In removing the grit and 
other foreign substance*, rut the car- 
rants in a squash strainer and sprinkle 
them thiokly with flour. Rub them 
well between the palms of the banda 
until the bunchca are separated, and 
the fine stems nibbed off, then nib 
them on the strainer till the flour, grit 
and sterna hare paased through the 
meshes. Then place the strainer with 
the currants In a large pan of luke- 
warm water and waah thoroughly. 
Lift the strainer and curranta to- 
gether and change the water until 
nothing more la washed from the fruit 
and the water is clear. This Is much 
easier than to leave the currants di- 
rectly in the pan and simply pour off 
the water, for they are mixed with the 
sediment 

When the fruit is clean and well 
drained turn it out between two tow- 
els and spread it apart, drawing the 
perfect fruit to one end and carefully 
removing any stones or poor fruit 
which did not paas through the strain- 
er. Let them dry thoroughly In a 
sunny or warm place, but do not bard- 
en them by putting them in the oven. 
When well dried put them in glass 
Jars carefully covered and keep In a 
cool, dry place. Enough may be done 
at one time for the season's supply of 
fruit cake and pies. 



Tomato Jelly. 

One-third cup of sherry, two cups of 
stewed strained tomatoes, two level 
tablespoonfuls of Jelly powder or gela- 
tin, salt and paprika. 

Either canned or fresh tomatoes 
may be used. These must be cooked 
with a little parsley, onion and bay 
leaf, If liked, and then strained so as 
to elmlnate the skin and seeds. Fol- 
low directions for preparing the Jelly 
powder or gelatin. When soft, add to 
the hot cooked tomatoes, seasoning at 
the same time with Bait and paprika. 
Let the mixture stand until nearly 
cold; then add the sherry and turn 
Into wet after dinner coffee cups or 
very small molda to set. At the time 
of serving, unmold. place on lettuce 
leaves and put a generous spoonful of 
mayonnaise over each— Pictorial Re 
view.

The winter uMion Is rapidly ap> 
proachinf and poultry rataera In order 
to have a aucceaafal season and get 
the greateat returns from their flocke 
moat look carefully Into the proper 
housing and earn of the blrda during 
the cold, blustery days which will 
aoon be here. 

The time la also rapidly approaching 
when diseases pecauar to the feath- 
ered beauties, and large money yield- 
era, will develop. Should you not be 
In a position to exterminate the mala- 
dies quickly, all your expected profits 
will be turned Into losaea and the aea 
a made a failure. Should thia be 
the case you will at once aet up the 
cry "there is no money In chickens." 

Thia la up to you. If you alt Idly by 
during these bright, beautiful days 
and give no heed to the future com- 
fort of your fowla, do not complain 
when you do not get egga when they 
are a luxury or set up a wall when 
your birds are picked off by the rav- 
ages of disease. Roup time will aoon 
be here and this is Indeed a most 
dangerous disease among chickens. 
See that your houses are protected 
against all drafts and that the damp- 
ness la entirely excluded. Do not be 
afraid to give the birds plenty of 
good fresh air. but do not permit 
drafts. The open atyle of poultry- 
house baa been widely adopted and it 
la a good one, but unless constructed 
in the proper manner ia sure to result 
In the death of many birds. 

The market for fresh eggs is rapidly 
reaching a high-water mark and this 
household necessity will, If predictions 
count for anything, bring even a high- 
er price than that of last winter. Be

AUTUMN CARE OF THE COLTS 

Young Animals Should Be Given Some 
Grain and Hay Just Before Paa- 
turea Begin to Dry Up. 

Young coltB should not be left out 
in the pasture until they begin to get 
lew in flesh. It la much more profit- 
able to begin feeding them a little 
grain and hay along before pastures 
begin to dry up to have them in readi- 
ness to go on dry feed later without 
any serious trouble. 

This is too often neglected; and, 
when young colts are brought in thin 
in flesh, and they cannot be taken 
through the winter in the condltlou 
that they could have been, thia neg- 
lect is Inexcusable. 

In weaning the colt from the mare, 
It should have the very best of care, 
as the change of conditions Is liable 
to cause aome trouble. While on the 
good summer pasture the mare gave 
milk that was easily digested and In 
taking colta from milk to dry food. 
It is necessary that they should re- 
ceive the very best of attention. They 
ah'uld be properly fed in order to 
prevent any bowel troubles This rule 
will hold good in taking young calves 
through this period and in fact will ap- 
ply to all kinds of live stock, but 
more especially to the young of the 
farm which are expected to turn in s 
profit for the farmer the next year. 



To Destroy Ants In Beehives. 

It ia not common to find ants*tn the 
hood of a beehive In the spring 
luouths. Tin y collect there and breed 
o account of the warmth given off by 
the bees Remove the hood and brush 
off the ants once a week uutll rid of 
them 

To keep the moths out of the hives, 
sluiiily keep the ulvos occupied with 
bees aud the moths will have very 
little chance of making their abode 
with the in iii ike ln.es.

Bow Cimex Gets There. 

New York, Dec. 19 —The "cimex 
lectularius," less elegantly but more 
familiarly known aa the bedbug, ia a 
still more dangerous insect than is 
generally supposed. 

It is a potent factor in the trans- 
mission of tuberculosis, according to 
Dr. J. Walling Biveridge. who has 
presented a paper on the subject to 
the Conference on Safety and Sani- 
tation, which is being held in t .is 
city. 

He said that it was only recently 
that the bedbug had been sriven ae- 
rious consideration as a carrier of 
germs, but that lately a number of 
authorities were agreeing upon the 
possibility that leprosy and spinal 
meningitis germs were carried by 
this household pest, and that numer- 
ous cases had recently been cited 
where the tubercular infection had 
been seemingly eaused by the bed- 
bug. 

It has been^discovered that the 
bug ia able to live 229 days without 
food, he remarked incidentally in 
urging that a publicity campaign be 
co nducted to, warn housewives ofthe 
grave consequences which might re- 
sult in permitting the bedbug to 
live.

MUST STOP GROWING RICE. 

To stop growing rice in certain 
districts of Colombo is said to be the 
only means of abolishing the mala- 
rial scourge. Reports by Dr. Bahr, 
who with Sir Patrick Manson and 
Major James have conducted impor- 
tant experiments in the notoriously 
malarial town of Kurunegalle, have 
been published by the government. 
It was found that mosquitoes breed 
extensively in paddy fields, and that 
rice cultivation is practically insep- 
arable from malaria. The only rem- 
edy that can hope to be effective is 
the abandonment of cultivation alto- 
gether. In lakes and pools it has 
been found feasible to stop the breed' 
ing of the malarial mosquito entirely 
by the introduction of larvivarous 
fish, but this is ineffective in paddy 
fields.
